Another of the fortnightly series of 
meetings of the U. F. A. Vulean Local 
was held Saturday afternoon at the I.

After few pertinent comments on 
the free implements question, a reso¬ 
lution was passed calling for asssist- 
ance from thegovernment toward the. 
farmer getting better credit opportu¬ 
nities to purchase tractors. Only the 
rich farmer can buy them now. The 
resolution in its entirety is as fol¬ 
lows : 

WHEREAS, The majority of Al¬ 
berta farmers operate farms averag¬ 
ing from a half-section to a section 
of land, and these are the very ones 
who can best utilize the light-weight 
tractors now under the free list; 

WHEREAS, This class of farmer, 
because of his direct management of 
his-Jarm, offers the best prospect of 
iiML.ediate increased acreage as over 
against -the extensive speculative op¬ 
erator; 

WHEREAS, This class of farmer 
has, as a rule, a boy of ’teen age who 
Cjui supply the labor needed or who 
can substitute; 

WHEREAS, The present basis of 
tractor sales' is cash or a very high 
price premium for a partial credit on 
stringent terms: 

THEREFORE, We, the Local Un¬ 
ion No. 226 (Vulcan) of The United 
Farmers of Alberta. HEREBY PETI¬ 
TION the Provincial and Federal 
Governments to devise some method 
whereby this class of farmer shall be 
provided with financial assistance en¬ 
abling him to purchase a tractor suit¬ 
ed to his particular needs, and that 
such assistance to be afforded by 
some system of oo-operation with the 
banks. 

Editor W- M, Davidson of The Al¬ 
bertan was called upon to deliver an 
address. H e demurred, yet in a few 
pleasing remarks encouraged the lo¬ 
cal tp gp op with these meetings as 
the basic factor In building up the 
farmers' community of interests ami 
‘in laying the foundations of democ¬ 
racy, 

The chairman, Mr. Johnson, intro¬ 
duced the speaker of the afternoon, 

Mrs. Davidson, , whose subject was 
"Free-rRural Hospitals and Medical 
Inspeesuin of School Children.’’ Upon 
the axiom that people were as equally 
entitled to health and Medical care 
as to education, the speaker went on 
to demonstrate that the scheme pre¬ 
sented was to enable every person to 
'get the very best medical attention 
free of all cost as to fees—and this 
not as a chority but as a public right 
—at a cost to the ratepayer of not 
more than $2.00 per quarto-section 
in the area known as the Hospital 
District, which, as a rule, embraced 
at least four rural municipalities of 
local improvement districts. 

The present was an especially op¬ 
portune time to design and establish 
this project,as there was very little to 
brush aside in the way of established 
precedents and institutions in Al¬ 
berta. There are thirty-eight hospit¬ 
als in the province, of which only 
eight are permanent institutions. 

The present, plan of building and 
maintaining hospitals out of private 
benevolence ami by public grants was 
inadequate to cover the needs of the 
rural communities and also more 
costly to the people in the end. Mrs. 

Davidson went into considerable de¬ 
tail in outlining the scheme and 
point by point showed its feasibility. 

Passing to the subject of the 
medical inspection of schools, the ex¬ 
perience of the Calgary School Board 
was cited as an example, of the ad¬ 
vantages that would accrue. In Cal¬ 
gary the children are all carefully in¬ 
spected jind watched over by physi¬ 
cians a” |( nurses and also treated by 
specialists. The figures show that at - Advocate. 


In one of the windows of, the H. W. 
Reeves store is displayed the Febru¬ 
ary shipment of supplies from the 
Vulcan branch of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society for the Calgary branch 
of the same society.

As a district we have been gener¬ 
ous with money, but some twenty- 
five ladies are doing the work. Help¬ 
ers are needed to carry on. A look at 
the display will show the veriest be¬ 
ginner that there is something she 
could do. 

‘^Production” is the first word in 
Alberta today; let the work for the 
Red Cross Society be included in this 
slogan.

THE PRESENT LOCAL 
TRAIN SERVICE 


We have heard a, whisper to the 
effect that the C.P.R. is considering 
the advisability of discontinuing the 
Spokane flier, and leaving us with 
just one train each way daily. 

If this is done it will doubtless be 
"with a view to conservation of fuel, 
and everybody is willing to concede 
to the idea that in these days every 
effort to save should be backed up.

Since wheat farming in Alberta 
some years ago, I have been deeply 
interested in any movement by asso¬ 
ciations or individuals whereby the 
farmer is ben^fitted, as I deem that 
which benefits the western farmer is 
equally beneficial to the country in 
general; for as we arc not advanced 
in manufacture the backbone of our 
country is in a return from the soil. 
So first and foremost of this country’s 
ambitions should be to get from the 
soil 100 per cent production at a 
small remuneration to the grower

If so, I would continue by. saying 
altogether I have watched several 
moves of the U.F.A. and other or¬ 
ganizations to' help the farmer, the 
main help has been overlooked. We 
agree that the proposed increase in 
freight rates is very unfair, at the 
present time, considering the divi¬ 
dends the C.P.R. is and has been pay¬ 
ing, the sacrifice it should make along 
with the rest of us. Then free ma¬ 
chinery is advanced, • which is also a 
good move, but what we need most is 
something that will affect the situa¬ 
tion this year, and the only direct 
help for the present is a better price 
for wheat. 

Now, to an outsider, it might look 
non-patriotic and selfish for the farm¬ 
er to ask an increase, but it must be 
borne in mind that $2.21 per bushel 
now is different than when the jarice 
was set and does not give the'produc- 
er as much net returns as $1.26 per 
bushel in normal times. 

While the price of wheat is con¬ 
trolled the prices of other grains are 
allowed to Soar, which makes the 
wheat grower do all the sacrificing. 
It has been a good policy for the 
farmer, whose land is adapted to 
wheat, to buy his horse feed from 
l fanners that can grow oats but can¬ 
not suuccessfully grow wheat. Now, 
as oats are selling far above their 
value in comparison with the price of 
wheat, the result is that the wheat 
farm must grow its feed, which is a 
detriment to the country at such a 
crisis as this. 

Wages are excessive. For help we 
must pay in accordance with wages 
elsewhere. Oriental labor or unskill¬ 
ed labor in my estimation is out of 
the question. The handling of horses 
in largelhitflts is a trade which comes 
natural toVew and is only achieved 
by experience. But j must strike at 
the point. As stated before, $2.21 is 
not a fair remuneration for wheat per 
bushel, so let us get down to figures.
